The Elections. 

Owing to the unusual apathy in both par- 
ties concerning the congressional elections 
which occurred yesterday, the returns are 
more mesgre than usual. Enough has beon as- 
 eertained to insure a democratic majority in 
the next house, though there will probably 
be a reduction of the present majority of 
forty-five. It appears that the republicans 
bave made their heaviest gains, except 
in Virginia, in the west, notably 
in Ohio and Iowa, while the demo- 
cratic gains have been most considerable in 
the New England states. While the next 
house will contain the largest per centage 
of new members ever known, most of the 
leaders on both sides in the present house 
ae returned. The democrats have re-elected 
Speaker Carlisle, Mr. Randall, Mr. Morrison 
and Jadge Holman; and Sunset Cox, after 
anabsence of one session, is to re-appear on 
the congrefsional arena. 

The republicans also retain most of their 
conspicuous leaders. Judge Kelley, Mr. 
Reed, Mr. Long and Mr. Hiscock will once 
more shape the policy of the minority of the 
house. 

After a listless campaign the democrats 
have achieved a victory which is of substan- 
tial importance, and one which, with wise 
conduct on the part of their leaders in the 
next congress, will help toward the achieve- 
ment of a far greater victory in 1888. Tae 
New York city election resulted in the suc- 
cess of the democratic ticket by a handsome 
plurality. The fact that this result was 
foreseen does not make it any the less satis- 
factory. It secures to New York city an 
honest and capable administration, but this 
is not the best of its effects. It has placed 
the democratic party in the pivotal state of 
the union in better shape than it hag had 
for years, It hasrebuked the m9st janger- 
ous social and political tengencies of the 
Gay, and bas strengthened the conservative 
element of the ¢gintry in its conflict with 
restless thegrists and reckless cranks. Taken 
“tM@gether, the results of yesterday’s elec- 
tions are highly gratifying.

~“ An Amusing Incident, 

Contrary to the general expectation the 
eopngretsional election in Georgia was not 
entirely devoid of extraordinary incidents. 
The old seventh district, which has been so 
prolific of political romance, comes once 
more tothe front with one of the most re- 
maikable occuriences that bas transpired in 
its hietory. 

On Monday morning, the day before the 
election, THe CONSTITUTION announced that 
tickets bearing the name of Dr. Felton for 
congress had been scattered throughout the 
seventh district, and that a scheme had been 
laid to take advantage of the popular im- 
pression that the democratic nominee had a 
walkover, and to rally enough of the doc- 
tor’s friends to the polls to elect him to con- 
gress.

Self-Conscious People. 

Justin S. Morrill’s new book on ‘‘The 
Self-Consciousness of Noted Persons’’ con- 
tains little that is new, but it lays bare the 
true inwardness of many of the greatest men, 
“spend thrifts of the personal pronoun,’’ 
Mr. Morrill calls them. ; 

It is impossible to glance through this 
book without coming to the conclusion that 
in all ages the leaders of men have been in 
the habit of trumpeting their own praises. 

Among these self conscious men we find 
Paul telling his brethren that he had 
“labored more abundantly’’ than the others. 
He said to the Corinthians: ‘‘I am become a 
fool in glorying. Ye have compelled me: 
for I ought to have been commended ot you; 
for in nothing am I behind the very chiefest 
apostles, though I be nothing.”’ 

_ In the old days great freedom of utterance 
was permitted when men spoke of them- 
selves. Augustus said: “I found Rome 
brick, I leave it marble.’’ Cicero speaking 
of his lineage said: ‘‘I commenced an ances- 
try.’’ Xenophon informs his readers that 
he is ‘‘as eminent among the Greeks for elo- 
quence as Alexander was forarms.’’ Hor- 
ace boasted of his ‘‘fine genius,”’ 

The moderns are not very different from 
the ancients. ‘‘They call] me lucky because 
Iam able,’ said the Firet Napoleon. Wel- 
lington upon being told that he was the 
greatest general of the century replied: ‘‘By 
G—d! It is quite true.’’ Dryden said of his 
“Ode to St. Cecilia’s Day’’ that ‘‘a nobler 
ode was never produced nor ever will be.”’ 
Guizot in his old age acknowledged that he 
liked nothing better than popular applause. 
Sheridan made this prediction when he 
failed in his first speech: ‘‘I have it in me, 
and it shall come out,’’ and Disraeli under 
the same circumstances said: ‘‘Though I sit 
down now, the time will come when you will 
hear me.’’ Erskine used so many I’s in his 
speeches that newspapers found it difficult to 
setthem up, John Wesley advertised his 
dictionary as ‘‘the best dictionary in the 
world’’ 

Perhaps it is just as well not to quote the 
Americans mentioned by Mr. Morrill, but 
an exception must be made in the case 
of Franklin. The old philosopher wrote: 
“Tl wish the out of fashion practice of prais- 
ing ourselves would, like other old fashions, 
come around into fashion again.’’ And in 
his autobiography he observes that most 
people dislike vanity in others, whatever 
share of itthey may have themselras, but 
that for his part he is disposed to give it fair 
quarter wherever found.~being persuaded 
that it is often prodmétive of good to its pos- 
seseor, and te~others who are within his 
sphere of action. In fact, he says: “It 
would rot be absurd if a man were to thank 
God for his vanity, among the other comforts

“The Conspiracy Papers." 

We observe that the Southern Bivouace, 
published at Louisville, Ky., and edited by 
General Basil Duke, has made an announce- 
ment to the effect that it will shortly print 
a series of lettersand documents bearing on 
the attempt of the confederate government 
to secure the releass of its men confined in 


western and northwestern prisons, and by 
the aid of sympathizers in those regions, 
create a diversion that wonld in some meas- 
ure relieve the pressure on its armies. 

These letters and documents are known as 
“The Conspiracy Papers,’’ and have been 
for years in the possession of the late Jacob 
Thompson. At his death they came into the 
hands of ex-Chief Justice Thomas H. Hines, 
of Kentucky, who was in charge of all active 
operations. Considerable interest has been 
aroused by the statement that these docu- 
ments would be given to the public—a feel- 
ing that has been intensified in some quar- 
ters by the unauthorized suggestion that one 
of the results of the publication would be 
to reveal the identity of persons and families 
in the west and northwest who were willing 
to aid in carrying out the plans of the con- 
fcderate government. 

Some such suggestion was recently made 
in the St. Louis Republican, in ressonse to 
which General Basil Duke has addressed a 
letter to the editor, advising him that his 
comments are premature, and that it would 
be well to reserve his comments until the 
letters and documents are placed before the 
public. The confederates bad many warm 
sympathizers all over the north, and there 
need be no fear that any southern man, in 
this day and time, would be guilty of pub- 
lishing compromising documents. Whoever 
tried such an experiment as this would find 
in the end that he had blasted his own repu- 
tation, 
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Mr. Lathrop and His Literary Move- 
ments, 

In the literary reviews and notices con- 
tributed to the New York Sunday Star by 
Mr. George Parsons Lathrop, we find the 
following paragraph: : 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, nevertheless, re- 
mains quite blind to the nature of the literary 
manifestations and their connection with life. 
That journal complains of an article in Harper’s 
Magazine for November, on “The Literary move- 
ment in New York,” thet while it presents the 
portraits of some authors, and puts readers on 
amore intimate footing with metropolitan liter- 
ary nen, it does not show that there is any ‘‘move- 
ment’ @tellin New York literature.

louis, Theother movement, it appears, is against 
“Miss Napcyism "and New York is charged with 
the offense cf not haying taken up the cudgels 
ageipst “Miss Nancy.’ The difficulty with Tur 
AI LANTA CONSIITOTION seems to be that its eye- 
sight isin some respects defective, and in others 
abnormally sherp. It sees an ant:-Naney move- 
ment, which does not appear to be very real, and 
it fails to sec any motion in the aciivity of the 
New York writers, But even a glacier m -vis, 
thingh it may do so with consideraple jeisare., 
The Georgia peper may think we are a glacier ap 
here, but it ought to observe us scientifically, Per.

remarks is that a provincial newspaper is 
considerably out of its element when it 
assumes to touch on any literary topic with 
which the metropolitan critic or essayist 
may have dealt. Certainly the provincial 
CONSTITUTION regrets the attitude of metro- 
politan Mr. Lathrop, for the reason that it 
prevents him from doing even scant justice 
to the text or the intention of the article 
which appeared in these columns and to 
which he makes objection. 

Mr. Lathrop says that the provincial Con- 
STITUTION complains, whereas there is not 
a word of complaint in the article which, has 
set his sneering apparatus in motion. The 
gist of it was that while Mr. Lathrop’s paper 
in Harper’s was a notable one of its kind, 
both as to style ahd arrangement, it did not 
justify its title. We have not Mr. Lathrop’s 
paper before us, but if we are not mistaken 
he himself explains that the literary ten- 
dency in New York is in no particalar direc- 
tion.

Pig iron can be made at 
lees cost in the iron fieids of Alabama than 
in Pennsylvania, and certaia capitalists from 
the last named state, who have found this to 
be the fact, are building, or have built, fur- 
naces in Alabama.

WHOSE BABIES? 


They Belong to the Fathers—-The Mothers 
Do Not Own Them, 
Lucy Stone, in Boston Globe. 

Millions of mothers all over the United 
States gather their jittie ones around them, never 
dreaming that by the law they have no right to 
there children. They do not know that the sole 
legal right to children rests with the father in all 
ea cept three of thestates. Most men do not know 
it. A majority of fathers, if they did know it, 
would never assert their right as against the 
mother. But now and then a father whois as bad as 
the law knows his legal rights and assumes them. 
Nct long ago, within ashort ride of Boston by 
rail, lived a young man and his wife and there 
sevyen-months old baby. Apparently they were at 
peace and prosperous, One day the husband told 
bis wife at noon that a cériain family 
had Sent her an earnest invitation 
to spend the afternoon. The wife said 
she “had too many things to do that day to go to 
visit.” Butthe husband said: “You ought to go 
when they send for you. I will take care of the 
baby.”’ Thus urged the wife made ready and 
went, At 6o0'clock shecame*home, The house 
was locked, husband and baby gone. There was 
no letter toexplain thissudden and unexpected 
absence. The neighbors knew nothing. Over- 
whelmed with grief and heartache fr her nursing 
baby, the poor mother consulteda lawyer. By 
his advice she forced an entrance to the house. 
How empty and desolate it seemed! It was evi- 
dent that the husband had exercised his legal 
right and taken the child where he pleased. All 
the neighbors sympathized with the wife, Men 
said that “if the wretch ever returned he would 
deserve to be tarred and feathered.’’ Execration 
was loud, deep and abundant, but one quiet woman 
who kpew the law sand: ‘‘He is only as bad asthe 
law which allows him the sole right to thachild ”’ 
But every man said there was no such law. Itwas 
only aiter reference to the statutes that they would 
admit that here in Massachusetts a married father 
bas a legal right te rob his wite of herchildren, and 
thatmen who weresocrue), mean and dastardly 
were only as bad asthe law. There was but one 
0; li-ion of the Jaw and of tbe man. Butthat cou!d 
not restore the tender, he)pless babe to its mother. 
If others covld sleep orrest, there was neither 
sleep nor rest for her. The parents of this husband 
lived in Canada. re was most likely he 
bed taken the child to them. She had 
been to their home and knew how to find 
it. Making such airangements as 
were possible, she started for Canada. The same 
pight the husband returned, Not finding his wife, 
be surmised that she bad gone for the child. He 
bad carried it to his parents. He telegraphed them 
to take the child away and hideit. This they did. 
When the young mother appeared at the home of 
the parents of her husband, with this measureless 
grief in ber beast, his mother met her at the door. 
One would suppose that the beart of tbe old moth. 
er would have melted in sympathy for the grief 
stricken young one. But notso, She sympathized 
with hersov, Jt cannot now be told how it was 
managed, but she found the little one in a hotattic, 
evidently pot having been evenjwashed since it left 
home, and she took itto her own father’s house, 
where she is today in dread of 
what may happen ‘to her and 
toit. The brother of this cruel father took his 
child a few years ago away from its mother. Her 
relatives gave him $700 to bring it back. It issup- 
pored that this man hoped to make moncy bya 
similar torture of his wife. There waea great deal 
of indignation, both ameng men and women, in 
the case quoted above. But what doesitavail? It 
is evident there is need of women to help men 
make laws tl/at will protect women and children. 
But the representative from the town where all 
this bappened voted against woman suffrage in 
the Maveachuretts legisiature last winter, It isto 
be hoped that the voters there will see toi: that 
he does not have the oppo:tunity to do so again. 
Meanwhile the reproach of all good citizens, men 
and women, should be so poured eutupen m-n 
who wropg mothers and little children that they 
will flee ssother thieves and robbers flee betore

It is so Complex a Beverage That Men Who 

Know a Thing or Two No Longer Waat It,

The modern cocktail has come to be so com- 
plex a beverage that people are beginning to tle- 
sertit. A bartender in one of the mort widely 
known New York establish ments for the dispens:- 
tion of drinks was telling me the other day that 
there bad setin an unmistakable stampede in fa- 
vor of old-fashioned cocktails. In the regular 
line of drinks coming under this name every bar- 
tender seems to have established his own private 
prard, so that people who are ia the habit of 
whetting their appetites by the use of the friendly 
cocktail never know beforehand what they are go- 
ing totake into their stomachs astbey pass from 
bar to bar. The old-fashiond cocktail,on the 
contrary, is nearly everywhere recognized as being 
made with a little sugar, a little bitters, a lump of 
ice, a piece of twisted lemon peel, and a good deal 
ot whisky. It has po absinthe, no chartreuse and 
no other flavoring extract injected into it, andif 
not poured ia too heavily upon an empty stomach 
itisanything but unwholesome. Its, therefore, 
hardly a wonder that people are going back toit, 
after being surfeited with all kinds of mixtures 
that the active minds of bartenders can invent.
